Atbeiſm, Deiſm, Latitudinarianiſm, and 
barefaced Impiety; in fine, a viſible Change of Man- 
ners for the worſe, as many of their own Writers 
freely acknowledge, and old * Eraſmus long ago ob- 
jected to them, Ep. ad Vultur. where he defies them 
to ſhew him one who had been reclaimed from Vice 
by going over to their Religion ; and declares he ne- - 
vet yet met with one who did not ſeem Chang's for 
the worſe.

10. That Religion is the beſt to live in which 1 
the ſafeſt to die in, and that in the Judgment of dying 
Men who are not like to be bias'd at that Time by 
Intereſt, Humour or Paſſion. Now it is certain that 
Thouſands who have lived Proteſtantt, have deſired 


to die Catholicks, and never yet one, that had lived a 


Catholick defired to die a Proteſtant ; therefore it muſt 
be ſafeſt for us to ſtay where we are. 

11. That Religion is preferable to all others, the 
Doctrine and Preaching of which is and always has 
been more forcible and efficacious in order to the tak- 
ing off Men's Minds from the periſhable Goods of this 
World, and fixing them wholly upon the great Buſi- 


neſs of Eternity; 3 but ſuch is the Doctrine and Preach- 
ing of the Catbolict Church as appears from thoſe 
Multitudes of holy Solitaries i in dur Church that have 
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Tetired themſelves from all the Advantages to which 


their Birth or Fortune entitled them, -and abandon'd 
all earthly Hopes for the Love of Heaven, Whereas 
the Reformation has never yet produced any ſuch 


Fruits. 


12. There was a true ſaving Faith in the Days of 
our Forefathers before the pretended Reformation, 
by which great Numbers are certainly arrived at the 
happy Port of eternal Felicity. Our Hiſtories are 
all full of Inſtances of Charity, Piety and Devotion 
of Kings, Biſhops, &c, of the old Religion. There- 
fore it 'is ſafer to fol ow their Faith than venture our 
our Souls in a new raiſed Communion. 

13. All ancient Pretenders to Reformation (i. e. 
all thoſe that ever undertook to alter or amend the 
Church's Faith) were condemn'd by the ancient 
Church for Hereticks, and are acknowledg*d to have 
been ſuch by Proteſtants themſelves. Therefore there 
is juſt Reaſon to apprehend Proteſtants walking in t 
ſame Path may be involy*d in the ſame Misfortune. 

14. In fine, Proteſtants to defend their Reformation, 
condemn'd at its firſt. Appearance by the Church - 
Guides of divine Appointment, are forc'd to have 
Recourſe to a Rule of Faith, which if allowed of, 
would ſet all both ancient and modern Hereticks out 
of the Reach of Church Authority. They are fore d 
to appeal to a Tribunal at which it is not poſſible 
that any SeQary ſhould ever be condemn*d. Such 
a Rule, ſuch a Tribunal is the Scripture, interpreted 
not by Authority of Church-Guides, but by every 
one's private Judgment: For this in effect is mak- 
ing every one's private judgment the ſupreme 
Judge both of the Scripture and of all Controverſies 
in Religion, and authorizing him to prefer his own 
Whimſies before the Judgment of the whole Church. 
Could it be confiſtent with the Wiſdom and Pro- 
vidence of God to leave his Church without ſome 
more certain Means of deciding Controverſies and 
maintaining Unity? No certainly, See 2 Pet, iii. v.
